"Supreme Government, dated Fort William the 
8th December, 1815.

T. S. RAFFLES, Esé. 
Sir, : 
Mr. J. Ferbarr having been directed by my se- 
parate Letter of this date to assume charge of the 
Government of Java, you will be pleased to proceed 


to Bencoolen, by the first convenient opportunity 
which may occur subsequeutly te vaar being reliev- 


ed from your present situation, for the purpose of 
taking charge of that Residency in pursuance of 
your Appointment as communicated in my Letter of 


the 4th June, 1813. n

The Honotable Compan v’s ship James Sibbald, 
arrived in the Roads vesterdav äfternoon from 
Bengal, having on board Joun Fenparr, Esg. 
appointed by the Supreme Government to suc- 
ceed the Hon'ble TS Rarries, in the high office 
of Lieut. Governor of Java and its Dependencies. 


His Excellency landed this morning under 
the customarv salute, and was received at the 
Wharf by the Commander of the Forces, the 
Members of Council, the chief Civil and Milita- 
ry Officers, and a number of the principal Inha- 
bitants of the Settlement. 


His Excellency proceeded direct to the Gov- 
ernment House, Ryswick, escorted by the corps 
of Hussars, where he was rezeived by the Hon- 
orable the Lieutenant-Governor; the troops of 
the Garrison beatg drawn oufto pay the honors 
due to his rank. ee 

A public breakfast was prepared on the occax< 
sion, and immediatelv afterwards Mr FenpaLrr, 
took the usual oaths and his seat as Lieut. Gover- 


nor under a salute from the battery in the can- 
tonment of Weltevreden. 


At the same time THoMas ABRAHAM Esq. 
appointed tosucceed Mr. Hope, took the vaths 
and his seat as second member of Council. 


We are happy to add, that Mrs. Fenparr 
and Family have accompanied His Excellency.
